You can list your gift card on the exchange for up to $1 below 
the full value, meaning a $100 card can be listed for as much 
as $99. Buyers negotiate the final price.

Don’t be scared off by an unwanted gift card— 
you can always trade it in for something else

Gift; cards continue to top the list of most requested 
presents this holiday season. But what if you don’t 
like the one you get? 

You can shove it in a drawer and let it expire, 
adding to the $2.5 billion retailers are expected to 
collect in leftover gift card credit this year. Or you 
can exchange that $50 credit to, say. Sports Author- 
ity for the iTunes card you really want through a gift 
card exchange. 

These exchanges are cropping up all over the In- 
ternet on sites such as cardpool.com, cardwoo.com 


and giftcards.com, just to name a few. 

But swapper beware. Most of these sites don’t let 
you sell your card for its full value. Instead, you’re 
typically given about 90 percent of the value back. 

“[These] sites are basically brokers and take on 
more risk to make the exchange happen faster, so 
you have to pay a Httle more for that privilege,” said 
Tim Sloane, director of prepaid services at Merca- 
tor Advisory Group. 

Check out the hypothetical examples above from 
three of the websites, which illustrate some of the 
options out there.

I’m a natural 
at failure 

My first taste of failure occurred at an early age— it was at birth, 
when I came out as a singular entity and not a twin. Goodbye to my 
dreams of starring on a sitcom during the ’80s. 

I am no stranger to failure, which is why I find it so shocking that 
every time I do fail at something, I fail to realize that I am used to 
this outcome. Every time I purchased an unlucky lottery ticket, got 
an F on a math test or didn’t get a call-back (during my sordid days 
as a thespian), I was baffled that something like this could happen. 

I didn’t win the $25 million jackpot? You’re kidding me! I didn’t get 
an A+ on my greater-than-or-less-than test? What? I didn’t book the 
part as the Apple Guy? STFU! 

My mother used to try to mitigate my failures by saying, “Failure 
is the mother of success,” an old proverb that doesn’t do anything 
but encourage more failure in a person’s life. 

So when I recently tried my hand at rock climbing, I really should 
have consulted my mother for some moral support. Instead, I 
plopped down $100 of my hard-earned school loan money and vis- 
ited my local four-story rock wall with an open mind and foolhardy 
confidence. 

I always have been proud of my skinny arms — devoid of any signs 
of muscle or strength. But as it turns out, those two things are requi- 
sites to successful climbing. 

After learning the basics, I put on my complimentary shoes and 
harness and attempt to scale the daunting wall. I half-expect my 
inner Spider-Man to release some dormant agility and upper-body 
strength. Never mind that I have difficulty getting onto a bunk 
bed. 

One foot steps onto a climbing hold as I reached for a purple jug 
above my head. The other foot finds itself on a nearby hold. I am 
soaring, 3 inches above ground level. My partner instructs me not to 
look down as I slowly make my way up. I get past the first story and 
begin to feel a sense of accomplishment. Uh-oh. 

And then it happens. Not 20 feet above the ground, my arms give 
out. They suddenly remember they have no business being on that 
wall. I scream “I’m going to fall!” as my partner quickly adjusts the 
rope so that she takes the slack. 

I am on the ground in less than a minute. My heart is beating fast 
while my climbing classmates try to comfort me. “I’ve been there.” 
“It’s hard.” “You did great for the first 6 inches!” They all want me 
to try it again. I am stuck between a rock and a hard place. What 
should I do? 

I go with my gut. I feign a serious injury, hobble up the stairs away 
from the cursed rock wall and run all the way home, ecstatic. 

Success may taste sweet, but even failure beats public humiliation.

An unsung hero 

Chicago remembers firefighter kilied iast week in South Side biaze

Chicago firefighter Edward Stringer, one of 
the two firefighters killed in a fire last week 
when the roof collapsed in an abandoned 
South Side commercial 
gized Tuesday as some- 
one who never wanted 
to be thought of as a 
hero but who was ex- 
actly that. 

“Ed Stringer knew 
about heroes and knew 
what it took to be one,” 
said the Rev Thomas 
Mulcrone, the fire de- 
partment’s chaplain, at funeral services in the 
morning. 

“He told {his daughter], ‘Never think of me 
as a hero. Em just doing my job.’ ” 

Stringer also was remembered as the type 


of man who shoveled his neighbors’ sidewalks 
and front steps when it snowed. Someone 
who once drove six hours while on vacation 
to help an Afghanistan war veteran he didn’t 
even know move his belongings. Someone 
who did the unappreciated grunt work in- 
volved in raising money to send child fire vic- 
tims to burn camp. 

But, “he was all fireman,” Mulcrone said. 
“He was one of the first in, one of the last out, 
always on the front line.” 

Stringer’s body was carried six and a half 
miles by fire truck— his fire truck. Engine No. 
63 — from an Oak Lawn funeral home to his 
funeral service at St. Rita of Cascia Shrine 
Chapel on the Southwest Side. His casket was 
covered with a Chicago city flag. On the front 
of the fire engine was purple bunting and 
Springer’s fire hat and jacket. 

Among the mourners were Mayor Daley 


and his wife, Maggie. 

Daley praised Stringer, a 12-year depart- 
ment veteran, as someone who “every day 
willingly put himself in danger. ... Without 
him and his brothers in the Chicago Eire De- 
partment, our city could not function.” 

He called Stringer’s death “a tragedy and a 
loss for the entire city” 

Chicago Eire Lighters Union Local 2 Presi- 
dent Thomas Ryan said his colleagues would 
honor Stringer’s memory “by continuing to 
do our jobs as best as we can— no questions 
asked.” 

He recalled one of the 20,000 condolence 
letters he said had been received since the 
deaths of Stringer and firefighter Corey An- 
kum, who will be buried later this week. 

“Heaven must have a heck of a fire depart- 
ment,” the letter said. Said Ryan: “Truer words 
were never spoken.”

A law student died Monday after he fell 
two stories at the Union League Club in 
Chicago, where he and his father had 
gone for dinner four days earlier. Police 
said his death appeared accidental. The 
fall followed one downtown in October, 
when a schoolteacher died after falling 
four stories at the Palmer House Hilton. 

Emanuel eligibility ruling 
expected next week 

A Cook County judge is expected to rule 
next week on whether former White 
House chief of staff Rahm Emanuel will 
stay on the ballot for Chicago mayor. At 
a hearing Monday, a judge said argu- 
ments regarding Emanuel’s residency 
and eligibility will happen Tuesday 
morning. A decision is likely to follow 
quickly, according to the Tribune. 

Emergency crews remove 
man from Red Line tracks 

Emergency crews responded Monday 
to the Howard Street Red Line station 
where a man fell onto the tracks. Police 
and paramedics received a call about 
6:30 a.m. Preliminary reports said the 
man, described as in his 40s, appeared 
to be unconscious. He was taken in sta- 
ble condition to Saint Francis Hospital 
in Evanston before service resumed.

Stamped for approval 


Buzz Lightyear and Remy the rat, as well 
as a host of other Disney Pixar charac- 
ters, will join former President Ronald 
Reagan, Mark Twain and the Civil War in 
being commemorated on U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice stamps in 2011, the office announced 
Tuesday 

The two cartoon characters from the 
movies “Toy Story” and “Ratatouille” will 
debut in a five-design series to go on sale 
in August, one of several series of Disney 
characters the postal service has honored 
since 2004. 

The postal service also plans to in- 
clude former U.S. Congresswoman Bar- 
bara Jordan, the first African-American 
woman elected to the Texas Legislature, 
as its 34th stamp in the Black Heritage 
series. 

Those interested in postal service his- 


tory and lore can look forward to a stamp 
being issued in July honoring Owney the 
Postal Dog, the “canine mascot of the 
Railway Mail Service.” 

Postal service legend has it that the 
terrier-mix dog appeared in a post of- 
fice in Albany N.Y., in the 1880s, and 
was beloved by clerks on mail-sorting 
trains. The dog was considered good 
luck. While mail clerks frequently were 
killed or injured in train wrecks, “it was 
said that no train ever met with trouble 
while Owney was aboard,” according to 
the Postal Service. 

Among other stamps to debut in 2011 
are those honoring the 150th anniversary 
of the Civil War, actor Gregory Peck, 
the statehood of Kansas, Latin music 
legends, the 50th anniversary of manned 
spaceflight and the Indianapolis 500.

Chicago comedian talks 


moving to New York, writing for ‘30 Rock’ 
and leaving a Juggalo festival unscathed

Hannibal Buress is on a roll. 

In the two years since trading up Chicago for New 
York City the comedian has been named Stand-Up 
Comedian of the Year in New Y)rk, performed on “Late 
Night with Jimmy Fallon,” been hired to write for “SNE’ 
and subsequently landed a dream job as a writer for 
“30 Rock.” Now, with his new CD, “My Name is Hanni- 
bal,” picking up steam— it was named the No. 2 comedy 
CD of the year by PunchHne Magazine— the New Y)rk 
import returns to Chicago to headline two New^ar’s 
Eve shows at Zanies. We called Buress, 27, to catch up. 

What’s the strangest audience you’ve ever had? 

Probably [the] Gathering of the Juggalos. [Laughs.] 

Did they throw Faygo pop at you? 

They didn’t throw anything at me, which was a victory 
But it was an interesting time. There was a lot of open 
drug selling, acid and whip-its— you know, nitrous oxide. 
A lot of nudity I did my show, walked around for a little 
bit and then I got out of there. 

What was it iike working at ''SNL”? 

It was really fun to be a part of that. It’s written through- 
out the week, and then it goes live. There’s a different ce-

lebrity every week, and on Tuesday, which was the writing 
night, you could ask to meet with the host to talk about 
your sketch. So I’m like, “Oh, man, Sigourney Weaver is 
in my little, sh***y office— about the rental car sketch I 
wrote ...” [Laughs.] 

What does a typicai workday at ''30 Rock” involve? 

There’s 12 of us there, and that group will get split into 
two. One group will work on a draft of the script, just go 
through [it] and improve jokes and try to find ways the 
story doesn’t match up and fix the story And the other 
group will work on figuring out story lines for five or six 
episodes down the road. So I’m either punching up a 
script or working on story lines. 

Was it difficult making the transition from writing 
stand-up jokes to sketches for "SNL” and then sitcom 


stories for "30 Rock?” 

It was, initially At “SNL,” it took a little while ’cause it 
was a new environment— just working with people and 
being in an office as opposed to, you know, hanging out in 
my apartment and playing video games until it was time 
to go do a show [Laughs.] The actual writing— it takes a 
while, just Hke with any gig. I didn’t catch on right away 
with it, but as the season moved along, I started learning 
the tone of the show better. 

What did you do to help yourself adjust? 

I guess I just started going to bed at more reasonable 
times. That helped. [Laughs.] I was Hke, “I can’t be out 
till 3 in the morning and be at work at 9; I can’t pull that 
off So let me start going to bed at i in the morning.” 

Who are your favorite Chicago comedians? 

Lil Rel is super-hilarious. And Leon Rogers. As far as 
newer guys: James Fritz is funny; Danny Kallas, re- 
ally funny dude; Junior Stopka; Will Miles; and about 
20 more. But that’s enough, because if I keep naming 
people, then it devalues naming.
